For in, all ages, 
in all civilised countries, among all eople 
who have-achieved the art of measuring 

- time, the New Year has beon a land- 
mark, and its advent o noteworthy 
‘occasion, Yet it is dificult to understand 
why we still invest January Ist.with such 
distinction. ‘It ig" associated | with no 
memoruble event. Unlike Chrixtmas, 
the Passover, Ramadan, and many. other 
festivals, it bas no religious significance, 

‘ but ig purely secular in character. And 
the date of our New Year is itself a 
somewhat arbitrary one. [t'simply hap- 
"pens to come after the end of thy ‘twelfth 
month. True, ',twelve months js” the 
period which’ the, rather mediocre planet 


to revolve around) the rather inferjor 
star called ‘the’ sun, But the perlod 
‘is net constant, and, were the symmetry 
of the calendar the desideratum, New | 
Year would fall more appropriately on 
, midsummer day or one ol the equinoxes. 
_ It does not even stand: for a particularly 
\ convenient division, of time. With many 
institutions, the financial year runs ‘not 
from Januory to December, but from 
July to June. Moreover, the date of 
“New. Year” is poything but uniform. 
Our year begins on Januaty Ist, hut ‘ori- 
ginally the Roman year began in March, 
the month dedicated to the god of war. 
The Jewish New Year occurs in Septem- 
"hor, os does the Abyssinian. The Moham-, 
+. medan New Year falls in July, and the 
’ Chinese late in January or early in Feb- 
‘ guary. For ug to attach such special, 
importance to January. 1st is as illogical 
as was the grievance of the London mob 
who, when in 1751 the calendar , was 
amended by reckoning September 3rd as 
the 14th, besieged Parliament with angry 
eries of '' Give ug back ottr eleven days!” 
They ‘thought that precious hours of ex- 
istenco had been stolen’ from them, that 
the:r' span, of life had been shortened to 
dhat extent. Nevertheless, unreasonable 
as the cult may be, the first day, of the 
yenr, whether it pe styled the ‘' New 
Year,” or Gamelion, or. Maskarram,’ is 
always a doy apart, literally .a “' red 
detter, day” in the calendar, in which 
formerly feast, days were \thus. dis- 
tinguished. ‘In many lands it ‘claims pre- 
edence over all other. festivals, Iu 
. Scotland; for instance, “Christmas is: a 
religious not n social celebration, and is 
‘not “kept” as the Sasgenach keeps it.

The news, telegraphed by the corres- 
pondent of The Limer in Berlin, of the 
breakdown Gf the” International Confer- 
ence on South American, Shipping Ser- 
vices was much discussed in Landon ship- 
ping circles recently..
